As a warship the Deutschland would 
be required to leave an American port 
within 24 hours of her arrival, unless 
additional time was required to make 
her seaworthy. 

As a Commercial Ship. 

As purely a commercial ship she 
would be free to enter and leave Ameri- 
can ports. If she should venture to re- 
turn to Germany the submarine would 
enjoy protection of the United States 
within the ¢-mile limit. If she should 
fall a prey to hostile warships on the 
high seas the concern of this govern- 
Ment, in its. stand for the safety of 
péaceful commercial ships would be 
governed entirely by the conduct and 
character of the submarine itself pre- 
cisely as would be the case if she 
sziled wholly above the water, tnstead 
at times below the surface.

It is conceivable that 
if ft should appear that the ship is 
owned and operated by the German 
government, that fact might cause of- 
ficials to regard her as not partaking 
of the character of a merchant ship, 
but rather that of a naval auxiliary. 
It already has been established that 
@f any question arises as to the exact 
character of a ship, due time may be 
taken by the port officials to determine 
them and this is particularly true if re- 
course to the courts becomes neces- 
sary.

Hard and Bitter Fight. 

The fight is going to be a hard and 
bitter one when it finally comes up in 
the senate or the house. The fate of 
the bill is yet doubtful, although the 
friends of the bill feel sanguine, both 
on account of the favorable 1recommen- 
dation which the senate committee gave 
the bill after hearing from Savannah 
opposition, and also because of the fact 
that the senate has just passed prac- 
tically unanimously a bill for the re- 
call of the mayor of the city of Gaines- 
ville. 

The claim is made by opposition to 
the bill that the passage of the Gaines- 
ville bill. cannot be accepted as prece- 
dent because “thé principles involved 
are not the same.” 

The report has been current that the 
governor has been asked to veto the 
bill should it pass. The governor states 
that no such request has been made of 
him, and he further declines to state 
what hig position in this matter is. He 
stated that he is not inclined to antici- 
pate the action of the assembly. 

A delegation, including Mr. Felder 
and others of the law enforcement com- 
mittee, called upon Governor Harris at 
the mansion last Friday night, but it 
was stated by a member of the delega- 
tion that the matter of a veto of the 
bill in event of its passage was not 
brought up at the conference with the 
governor, and that the committee has 
never discussed that phase of the sit- 
uation with the governor. 

“In fact,” said a member of this del- 
egation, “we are by no means certain 
that the bill will ever ‘reach the house.”

London, July 9.—The Russians on the 
eastern front are going from success to

Bridgeport, Conn., July 9.—In an 
effort to establish the American 
patents on his type of submersi- 
ble, Simon Lake, treasurer of 
the Lake Torpedo Boat company, 
of this city, said tonight that the 
company would very likely libel 
the German submarine Deutsch- 
land at Baltimore tomorrow., The 
allegation, it is understood, will be 
that the construction of the 
Deutschland involves an infringe- 

ment of the Lake patents. 
The libeling of the submarine. 
Mr. Lake said, would not interfere 
with her unloading or future move- 


ments, as a bond probably would 
be filed to cover the libel and the 


boat would be released under the 
bond. 

The Lake company, it was said, 
holds no patents in Germany, but 


it is alleged that all the German 
submersibles are built on funda- 
mental principles of even- keel 
boats. 


Baltimore, Md., July 9.—The world’s 
first submarine merchantman, the Ger- 
man under-water liner Deutschland. 
anchored below’ Baltimore tonight 
after voyaging safely across the At- 
lantic, passing the allied blockading 
squadrons and eluding enemy cruisers 
watching for her off the American 
coast. 

She carries mail and a cargo of 750 
tons of costly chemicals and dyestuffs 
and ig to carry back home a similar 
amount of nickel and crude rubber 
sorely needed by the German army. 

It is reported that the vessel carries 
a personal letter from the kaiser to 
President Wilson. 

Fifteen days out from Bremerhaven 
to Baltimore, the submarine reached 
safely between the Virginia capes at 
1:45 o'clock this morning, passing in 
on the surface covered by a heavy 
pall of darkness, which settled over 
the entrance of the bay with the set- 
ting of the moon. 


SUBMARINE 
USES SIREN. 


Once inside the visitor threw cau- 
tion aside and began shrieking his 
siren, signalling a pilot and at the 
same time attracting the attention of 
the tug Thomas F. Timmins which had 
been waiting in the lower bay for 
nearly two weeks to greet the Deutsch- 
land and convey her into port. 


Three hours later, at 4:45 o’clock this 
morning, the big submarine started up 
the bay with the German merchant flag 
flying, under her own power, piloted 
by Captain Frederick D. Cocke, of thé

Regarding his vessel as a merchant- 
man subject to no unusual restrictions, 
the skipper, whose name is gaid to be 
Captain Kairig, went up the Chesa- 
peake without waiting to notify local 
customs and quarantine authorities of 
his presence. He was five hours away 
before Norman Hamilton, collector of 
Norfolk-Newport News, heard the news, 
and started on his trail aboard the 
coast guard cutter Onondaga. At last 
reports tonight the cutter had not ap- 
proached the submarine, and it is 
understood that she merely was ordered 
out to keep the strange craft under 
surveillance as a neutrality precaution. 
Quarantine and port regulatins will be 
complied with when the vessel moved 
up to her dock tomorrow. 

Little was known here tonight about 
what happened during the epoch-mak- 
ing cruise, which, in a small measure 
at least, breaks the blockade on Ger- 
man trade with the rest of the world. 
None of the submarine's crew had land- 
ed and the agents of her owners had 
received only meager reports. Such in- 
formation as was available came in- 
directly from the pilot and from Cap- 


tain Hans F. Hinsch, of the North 
German Lloyd liner Neckar, laid up 
here since the beginning of the war. 
Captain Hinsch boarded the Deutsch- 
land from the Timmins and made the 
trip up the bay with her. 


RUMORS OF CHASE 
BY ALLIED CRUISERS. 


According to the accounts reaching 
here, the under-water liner’s super- 
structure was standing 15 feet above 
the water when she came in. Until 
daylight she showed no flag, but the 
German merchant ensign was raised 
at sunup. Stories were circulated that 
British or French cruisers chased her 
at sea Thursday, but could not be con- 
firmed. 

The boat is consigned to A. Schuma- 
cher & Co., local agents of the North 
German Lloyd line, and her cargo to 
the Eastern Forwarding company, said 
to have been organized within the past 
few weeks especially to handle the 
business of under-water liners. The 
latter company has a pier and ware- 
house, in which are stored the goods 
to be loaded on the Deutschland for 
her return trip. 

In German quarters here the news 
of the submarine’s arrival was hailed 
with the keenest delight. Those who 
knew of her coming had been con- 
cealing alarm for two or three days, 
as she was due to arrive about the 
middle of last week. It is understood 
that she traveled more than 4,000 
miles, going somé 800 miles out of her 
course to avoid enemy ships. 

The Deutschland is no converted war 
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craft, but a brand-new commerce car- 


ing to Henry G. Hilken, senior member 
of the Schumacher concern.

PUBLIC BARRED 
FROM SUBMARINE. 


If present plans are carried out, the 
public will not be allowed to inspect 
the under-sea wonder, nor will anybody 
except the federal authorities be allow- 
ed to board her.

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All Streams Out of Banks, 


and Tremendous Damage 
Is Being Done—Many Ma- 
rooned Negroes Rescued. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 9.—F lood 
conditions on the rivers of this section 
early tonight showed no decrease from 
threatened danger. At Montgomery the 
river at 5:15 o’clock was 47.6 feet, with 
enough water still in sight, according 
to the weather bureau, to insure a 
stage of 52 feet Monday afternoon. 
At Wetumpka the stage fell two feet 
during the night, but started rising 
again this afternoon. 

At Prattville, Marion Junction and 
Old Cahaba, back waters inundated 
thousands of acres of land, and caused 
great damage to crops, outbuildings 
and live stock. Numerous bridges in 
those vicinities were washed away. 
Along the Cahaba river during the 
night the rise was ‘unexpected and 
rapid. The settlements flooded are 
mostly negro settlements, consisting of 
plantation laborers. These negroes 
were awakened Sunday morning by the 
water inside their homes, and it was 
with difficulty that many of them 
made their way to high ground. 

Sixty Negroes Rescued. 

Rescuers working in boats and with 
rafts, after an all-night battle along 
the Cahaba river, brought to safety 
Sixty negroes marooned in their homes, 
on top of houses, in tree tops and on 
high Knolls completely surrounded by 
water. Several of the finest planta- 
tions in that vicinity are under water, 
including the place of Julian Smith, 
where 200 negro laborers are quar- 
tered. 

The Alabama Power company had 
all of its twenty-six gates at lock No. 
i2 on the Alabama river, open 
during the night as ae result of 
veritable cloudbursts in the _ terri- 
tory above. Today two gates were 
closed early in an attempt to afford 
some relief to the country below the 
locks, and two others were lowered 
during the late afternoon. The com- 
pany announced it would close as many 
gates as conditions would permit, 
thereby restraining as large a volume 
of water as possible until the excess 
below the locks is given time to pass 
off. The operations of these locks will 
dictate the pfobable height of the wa- 
ters below. 

Convict Camp Surrounded, 

Convict camp No. 4, eight miles east 
of this city, is surrounded by water, 
and which continues to rise. Live stock 
this afternoon was grazing in water, 
but Was driven further inland by con- 
viet guards. One hundred and six con- 
vVicets are housed in the prison at the 
farm, and all are ready to be moved 
ata moment's notice. The warden will 
endeavor to remain on the farm lo- 
night, unless unexpected changes in 
the river occur.

MOBILE CLEARING 
AWAY WRECKAGE. 


Mobile, Ala... July %.—Wreckage in 
Mobilé and immediate vicinity left by 
last week's terrific tropical hurricane, 
which spread over the gulf coast, was 
rapidly being cleared away today, and 
tonight telegraph and telephone serv- 
ice with the outside world had been 
partrialliy restored to Mobile, while 
street cars, electric lighting plants and 
other public utilities were in partial 
operation here. 

There have been no deaths in Mo- 
bile from the storm, which damaged 
the water front, and is believed to have 
caused much loss to smaller sized ves- 
sels, but tonight reports came that two 
bodies had been washed ashore at Fort 
Morzan, 40 miles from here. The bodies 
were believed to be those of sailors, 
whose vessel might have sunk during 
the storm.

Residents of 
Wood's Mill community were forced 
to leave their homes on acccount of 
the onrush of water, and they gathered 
at the homes of people residing at 
highest points. -They were driven from 
these between 3 and 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning, and safety was sought in 
tree tops, where they clung until the 
improvised boats reached them. 

When news of conditions reached Co- 
lumbja, no lumber being available, the 
people demolished the ice plant and 
the planks were used in building ‘boats 
for the rescuing parties. Nine men 
were taken from the top of one tree, 
and a one-armed man was found cling- 
ing alone to another tree. Three of 
the residents of Wood's Mill conrmmu- 
nity are unaccounted for.

CONTINUOUS RAIN 
IN BIRMINGHAM. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 9.—At 9 
o'clock tonight it had been raining In 
Birmingham continuously for 96 hours 
except for five periods of 30 minutes 
each during the past four days. The 
total precipitation for the period was 
12.74 inches at that hour. It was still 
raining. 

Today’s rain, however, has not been 
heavy and has allowed the flood waters 
of the past few days to subside.

Biloxi, Miss., July 9.—The American 
schooner St. Bartholomew, of Biloxi, 
was tonight added to the list of the 
seven schooners reported missing ves- 
terday. Fears were entertained in 
shipping circles here that the eight 
schooners had foundered or been dash- 
ed ashore during the tropical storm of 
Wednesday and Thursday. The St. 
Bartholomew carried a crew of four 
men and was engaged in freighting oil 
between New Orleans and Riloxi. The 
seven other schooners reported missing 
were the Mary G. Dantzler, “Champion, 
M. A. Achorn, Emma Harvey, Lagoda, 
Beulah D and Cambria., A total of 39 
men comprised. the crews of the seven 
ships. 

Reports received here tonight told of 
the destruction of the schooner Ne}] 
M, against the rocks near Back bay. 
The Nell M. was abandoned by her crew 
Saturday, when it was seen there was 
no chance to get her into a safe harbor. 

The Cumberland telephone cable was 
Swept away by the high water result- 
ing from the storm at Ship island 
causing a loss estimated at $5.000. 

Although patrol boats and sea-going 
tugs searched all Saturday and today 
for the missing schooners and smaller 
vessels, including a number of pleasure 
craft, no success was reported. A few

Columbus, Ga., July 9.—-(Special.)—A 
tawny rushing stream, the Chattahoo- 
chee river at 7 tonight registered 
41 6-10 feet at Columbus, flooding, low- 
lands of Girard, where fifteen to twen- 
ty cabins are in a perilous position, 
with water lapping their floors. A 
further rise of two feet will put the 
gas plant out of commission. In this 
event, storage tanks have a supply 
to last thirty-six hours. The river \is 
over half a mile wide where it over- 
flowed into Girard, two sections of that 
town being cut off by a 75-foot stream, 
and the bridge over Holland’s creek 
is nestling within two inches of the 
flood. The Muscogee Manufacturing 
plant has a small dynamo and engine 
room under water. The Eagle and 
Phenix plant’s basements are flooded. 
A continued rise will cause the two 
plants to suspend operations Monday, If 
is stated. 

Below Columbus thousands of acres 
of farm land are under water and the 
river is four to six miles wide at sev- 
eral places. The river steamer W. C. 
Bradley is under steam at the wharf 
ready to go to the relief of people re- 
siding near the river, if necessary.

BAINBRIDGE FEARS 
FLOOD ON FLINT. 

Bainbridge, Ga., July 9.-—(Special.)— 
Rains have not ceased here as yet, al- 
though the downpour is not nearly so 
heavy as for the past four days. Pre- 
cipitation for the three days ending 
last night showed a rainfall of nine 
inches and over twelve since July 1. 

Flint. river is higher than it has 
been in four years, and is still rising. 
For the twelve hours: ending at 7 
o'clock this morning a 10-foot rise 
was recorded and it is still rising at 
the rate of 10 inches an hour. An 
overflow seems imminent and will be 
an undisguished calamity. Some of the 
best crops in south Georgia are in the 
bottom lands along the Flint. A sum- 
mer freshet has not occurred in sixty 
years, and everybody is hopeful that 
it may be avoided at this time. 

Bainbridge is almost isolated from 
the world and many people have not 
had a paper in two days. Trains from 
Montgomery and Atlanta have stopped 
running, and will not resume under 
three days. The Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama has three washouts between 
here and Cuthbert, the Central several 
between here and Albany, while the 
Coast Line has a number between here 
and Montgomery. 

Grave fears are entertained that the 
new Coast Line bridge across the Chat- 
tahoochee at Saffold will go. While 
there have been heavy winds and loss 
of life near bv, Bainbridge and De- 
catur county have fortunately escaped 
both so far. 


WEST POINT HOMES 
IN LOWLANDS FLOODED. 

West Point, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
The Chattahoochee river, swollen by 
the steady rainfall, is a mile and a 
half across at this point and after 
rising from two to three inches an 
hour all day had reached a point late 
this afternoon only two inches below 
the record high water mark of 22 feet, 
established in December, 1905. A new 
high water record will undoubtedly 
be reached as the crest of the flood is 
not expected until midnight or later. 

The city is practically cut off from 
communication except by wire, as near- 
ly all small bridges have been swept

Cuthbert, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
Southwest Georgia is marooned from 
the rest of the world and Cuthbert is 
one of the few towns in this section 
that still has communications with t 
rest of the state. For the past twent 
four hours communications have been 
cut off from towns along the Georgia, 
yrersee and Alabama railroad south of 

ere. 

Southbound trains today were forced 
to turn back on account of damage 
done to the track. Creeks and rivers 
along this railroad are swollen out 
of their banks, according to reports 
from the last train from Bainbridge, 
which came to Cuthbert Friday night. 

Damage to the growing crops can- 
not be estimated. Southwest Georgia 
has suffered a heavy blow. Two large 
rivers, the Flint and the Chattahoo- 
chee, run through this corner of the 
state and both are above the high- 
water mark at points north of here, 
At Bainbridge, wherethe Flint divides 
the town, and at Fort Gaines, on 
the Chattahoochee, considerable dam- 
age has probably been done. 


ALL BRIDGES DOWN 


IN EARLY COUNTY. 


Blakely, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
Ten inches of rain has fallen here in 
the last forty-eight hours, and it is 
still raining. No Central of Georgia 
train has come to Blakely since Fri- 
day night, and it is reported that no 
train will arrive here before Wednes- 
day. It is reported that five railroad 
trestles between Webb, Ala., and Leary, 
Ga., are washed out.

Albany, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports reaching here today confirm ear- 
lier estimates of serious damage to 
crops by the heavy rains and high 
winds of Friday and Saturday. 

Much cotton is under water and that 
not killed will shed much of its crop. 
Although corn fields show the effects of 
high winds, the abundant rainfall 
makes certain the greatest corn crop 
ever raised in this section. 

Many trains in this section are still 
off schédule, and numerous highways 
are still impassable.

BADLY FLOODED. 


Edison, Ga. July &—(Special.)— 
Heavy rains have flooded the town, 
covering acres of it in water from two 
to eight feet deep in places. Water 
flooded some _ stores in low places 
over the country; washed cotton from 
the streets hundreds of yards across 
the railroad. The big barbecue for 
July 12 had to be called off. Damage 
has been done to the whole county. 
All bridges, turnpikes and mills were 
washed away. The town is cut off 
from traffic and no trains are running 
to this place.

Worth Favorable Consideration 
of the City Council of Atlanta 


Editor Constitution: On Monday morn- 
ing, July 3, 1916, a young newsboy, Robert 
Haddaux, of 183 Ivy street, who supports 
his widowed mother, Mrs. J. W. Haddaux, by 
selling papers, was stabbed in the right lung 
by a negro newsboy named Willie Mitchell, 
the stabbing taking place at Five Points. 

The cause of this trouble was that young 
Haddaux, who had been selling papers only 
for two days, had taken his stand at Five 
Points and began his work, ignorant of a 
system of regular stands which the news- 
boys of Atlanta have instituted among 
themselves as a sort of “unwritten 
This young white boy did not know that he 
was violating any kind of a law in trying 
to sell his papers at Five Points to support 
his widowed mother, as he was new at the 
game and thought that he cguld stand any- 
where he wanted to and sell his papers. This 
negro newsboy came along at Five Points 
and found this white boy standing there 
and objected to his presence and started a 
quarrel. The young negro seems to have 
been urged on to the fight by an older 
negro standing by. ‘The older negro urged 
the negro newsboy to go ahead into the 
white boy, and that, if he couldn't beat him 
he would help him, and with this backing 
the negro newsboy drew a_ long-bladed 
pocket knife with the result above stated. 

The writer of this letter, who resided In 
Atlanta up to October, 1916, has always been 
very greatly interested in newsboys who 
have to get out. on the streets and struggle 
with the cold and sometimes cruel world, 
in order to make a few pennies to support 
themselves and help support others. The 
writer has some acquaintance with the sys- 
tem used in other cities by which the above 
unfortunate stabbing of this young newsboy 
could have been absolutely prevented. 

Some year or two ago the writer made a 
visit to Memphis, Tenn., where he has a 
cousin who is a sort of godfather to all of 
the newsboys in Memphis. This gentleman 
is an attorney and meets every Thursday 
night with the Newsboys’ Club of Memphis, 
and takes an active part in stimulating the 
lucal interest in Memphis in behalf of the 
newsboys of that city. These newsboys 
have a clubroom in the basement of one of 
the leading Episcopal churches in Memphis, 
where they meet once a week, and have a 
business meeting; the ladies of the city 
provide musical and other entertainment for 
them at each meeting, and encourage the 
boys by their personal presence: at each 
meeting. 

In addition to above atated things 
which done for the newsboys, these 
Same people have gotten the city council of 
Memphis to pass an ordinance directing how 
and Where each newsboy can take his stand 
and sell his newspapers. If I remember it 
correctly, the judge of the juvenile court in 
Memphis is a lady of mature years, to whom 
the city of Memphis has delegated the au- 
thority of controlling and regulating the 
newsboys of Memphis. All of the newsboys 
—black and white-——must report periodically 
to this lady and learn from her which cor- 
ner has been assigned to them for a particu- 
lar night, or number of nights. In other 
words, a system of rotation ts Used, and 
when a boy goes to sell his newspapers, he 
goes Out with the authority of the law back 
of him, and no policeman or other newsboy 
has any authority to challenge his right to 
take his stand at the corner or place desigc- 
nated by the judge of the juvenile court of 
Memphis. 

The above system should be instituted by 
the council of the city of Atlanta, giving 
Judge Tindall, judge of the juvenile court, 
complete authority over the newsboys of 
Allanta to designate what corners vor places 
each newsboy may occupy and for how long. 
In this way each boy will get his chance at 
the good corners, not because he is physical- 
ly superior to some other boy, or because he 
combines with a few of the leading spirits 
among the newsboys to prevent some news- 
boy who dves not stand in with the gang, 
from selling his newspapers at any point the 
Baug Objects to, but by and under the au- 
thority of the law. | firmly believe that 
this system will be a great thing for the 
hnewsboys themselves, and that they  wiil 
heartily approve of the plan after it has 
been tried out. Certainly it is time that 
Atlanta was becoming as metropolitan as 
Memphis, and I believe that all that is 
needed in Atlanta is for someone to suggest 
this pian, and that the wide-awake intelli- 
went citizens of Atlanta will see to it that 
such a system is at once installed.

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U. S. Buys Three-Fourths 
Of All Mexico’s Exports 


Washington, July 9.—‘Any interruption 
of friendly relations between the United 
States and Mexico vitally affects the trade of 
the southern republic,” says a recent war 
geography bulletin of the National Geo- 
eraphic society, “for the larger nation buys 
three-fourths of all the farm and _ forest 
products, minerals and manufactures which 
the smaller country offers for sale to the 
outside world. 

“On the other hand, Mexico reciprocates 
by purchasing less than half her total im- 
ports from us, and if we lost all the custom 
of our neighbor it would represent less than 
one and a: quarter per cent of the goods 
which we sell annually to the world-at large. 

“The first industry to feel the effect of 
any interruption of trade relations between 
the two countries will be the sisal grass 
plantations and mills, for the United States 
buys from Mexico nearly 95 per cent of all 
this vegetable fiber used in America for 
cordage, bags and hammocks. Last year we 
bought nearly 400,000,000 pounds of this 
product from Mexico, at a cost of more 
than $19,000,000. 

Coffee an Important Item. 

“Coffee also is an important item in our 
trade with Mexico, our purchases of this 
commodity increasing from 26,000,000 pounds 
in 1913 to twice that amount in 1915. There 
are no figures from Mexico to determine 
what percentage of her coffee crop our 
§2,000,000-pound purchase represented last 
year, but if the same amount was exported 
last year as in 1913 the United States bought 
all except 2,¢0¢,000 pounds. And yet this 
enormous quantity of aromatic beans was 
less than one-twentieth of the amount need- 
ed to 1111 the American coffee cup for twelve 
montns., 

“Our imports of Mexican India rubber 
amounted to more than $750,000, while our 
purchase of guayule gum, used largely for 
the same purposes, totaled nearly $1,500,000. 
Seventeen per cent of our mahogany, more 
than 7,000,000 feet, came from Mexican for- 
ests in 1915. Thirteen per cent of all the 
cattle hides brought into this country last 
year, 438,000,000 pounds, came from Mexican 
ranches, also more than 6 per cent of the 
goat skins, 3,500,000 pounds. 

Where Mexico Buys. 

“In 1914 Mexico spent most of her shop- 
ping money with the following nations, in 
the order of their sales: the United States, 
Germany, Great Britain, France, Belgium and 
Spain. 

“The three farm products’ for. which 
Mexico spent the largest sums in the United 
States last year were corn, wheat and lard, 
the amounts in that order being $1,388,000, 
$380,000 and $365,000. Twenty million pounds 
of cotton were also bought from us, for 
although Mexico raises a large crop of this 
staple in the famous Laguna district, it is 
not sufficient to keep her textile mills going 
so she takes one-half of one per cent of 
that which we have for sale to foreign coun- 
tries. The 31,000,000 feet of lumber which 
the southern republic bought from us last 
vear, about 3 per cent of our total exports, 
was only one-fourth as much as was bought 
two years before. Firearms, textiles, explo- 
sives, chemicals, machinery and carriages 
are important items on the Mexican nation’s 
market list when she has money to spend 
with us.”

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Mazatlan, Mexican Metropolis 
Of the Pacific Coast 


Washington, July 9.—Mazatlan, Mexico's 
metropolis of the Pacific coast, reported to 
have been the scene of an unprovoked attack 
upon officers and men from the Amertcan 
gunboat Annapolis, is described in the Na- 
tional Georgraphic society's war geographic 
bulletin issued in Washington. 

‘The north entrance to its harbor marked 
by a lighthouse perched on the crest of an 
eminence called Cerro del Creston, making it 
one of the loftiest guides to navigation in 
the world, Mazatlan is the chief entrepo: 
for one of the richest mining sections of the 
southern republic. It not only exports ihe 
gold and silver from its own immensely 
wealthy state of Sinaloa (estimated by some 
experts to have the most valuable mineral 
deposits in Mexico), but it also handles the 
ore shipments by sea of Zacatecas and Du- 
rango. 

“Tre city, which has a population of <£0,- 
000, is situated on a small peninsula oppo- 
site the Bay of Olas Atlas (High Waves), and 
is surrounded by cucoanut groves. It is a 
six days’ voyage by steamship from here to 
San Francisco, the Mexican port being 225 
miles eust of the southern tip of Lower Cali- 
fornia. The distance from E) Paso, due south, 
to Mazatlan is about the same as from St 
Louis to New Orleans. 

“The aspect of the territory adjacent to 
Mazatlan is ljittle affected by the prosperity 
of the port. The Indians live in the same 
type of huts which they have occupied since 
the Spanish conquest and perhaps for cen- 
turies before that. The strip of lowland 
along the shore has a tropical climate, with 
an abundance of rain. Beyond this verdant 
margin to the east rises the towering, thickly 
wooded Sierra Madre range, extending for 
hundreds of miles to the north and south. 
“Among the rich products of Mexico's fer- 

fields, under-sea caves and riven hilis 
find their way to the vutside worid 
through the Mazatlan gateway are rubber, 
gums, dyewoods, silver, copper, gold, lead, 
pearls, turtoiseshell, salted fish and cabinet 
woods. The city’s manufacturing activities 
include saw mills, cotton factories and rope 
works. 

“Fourteen years ago Mazatlan “was almost 
depopulated by a frightful epidemic of bu- 
bonic plague which surpassed in severity 
some of the most terrible ravages of the 
‘Black Death’ in Kurope during the Middle 
Ages. According to one authority only 4,000 
people out of a total of 18,000 were spared, 
and more than a thousand houses were 
burned in an effort to stay the march of the 
disease. During the last decade 
conditions have been improved greatij,”

tion program. 

The national defense appropriations, 
whose totals as they passed the house 
have been vastly increased by senate 
committees, are certain to meet stub- 
born resistance in conference. It also 
is certain that the shipping bill will 


senate. These prospects have upset all 
adjournment predictions, 
tration leaders are resigned to the pros- 
pect of remaining here, if necessary, 
until fall. 

When senate democrats in caucus 
yesterday determined to press the ship- 
ping bill and amended it in order to 
satisfy members of their own party, 
they served notice on the republicans 
that their challenge of a filibuster had 
been accepted. Now that there are as- 
surances of enough votes to pass the 
bill without republican help, -however, 
the republican threat of a filibuster is 
not taken so seriously by democratic 
leaders. 

The senate will begin work on the 
navy bill this week as soon as the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill is passed. 

The administration’s revenue bill, de- 
signed to produce $197,000,000 next 
year, is to be passed by the house late 
tomorrow. Several amendments de- 
signed mainly to clarify phraseology 
were agreed to at a meeting of ways 
and means committee democrats today. 
With the bill out of the way and the 
revenue fight shifted to the senate, the 
house will try to clear the calendar 
of important measures, 
ably the general dam bill, designed to 
regulate water rates and rights. 

With the advance of the national po.- 
litical campaigns, amendments to the 
so-called corrupt practices law are in 
contemplation in both houses. The 
Owens bill, reported from the house 
elections committee, proposes to re- 
Strict the aggregate expenditures of 
candidates for United States senator to 
$5,000 each and for representatives in 
congress half that amount. They pre- 
scribe that a presidential and a vice 
presidential candidate shall expend not 
exceeding $50,000 and $25,000, respec- 
tively. 

The conference report on the rivers 
re harbors appropriation bill will be 

lled up in the house early this week, 
and later in the senate.

FRENCH STORM 

GERMAN POSITIONS. 


Paris, July 9.—The French have car- 
ried German positions east of Flau- 
court on a front of four kilometers 
and to a depth of from one to two 
kilometers. They also have captured 
the village of Biaches, according to 
the official statement issued by the 
war office today. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“North of the Somme nothing of im- 
portance occurred, 

“South of the Somme we took the 
offensive Turing the day east of Flau- 
court on a front of about four kilo- 
meters, from the river to the north of 
Belloy-en-Santerre. On the whole line 
attacked our troops carried enemy po- 
sitions to a depth of from one to two 
kilometers. We carried by assault the 
Village of Biaches, and have estab- 
lished our position on a line from this 
village to the environments of Barleux. 
In the course of these actions we took 
300 prisoners. 

“On both banks of the Meuse there 
was spirited artillery action, notably 
in the sectors of Fleury and the Fumin 
wood. 

“The operations on the Somme front, 
from July 1 to 7, resulted in the cap- 
ture by us of more than 9,500 prison- 
ers. Among the Mmportant war ma- 
terial that we took we have counted 
up to today 76 cannon and several hun- 
dred machine guns.” 

Belgian communication: “There were 
very lively artillery duels in different 
sectors in the region of Dixmude. In 
Several places the German batteries 
were reduced to silence. We success- 
fully resumed a destructive bombard- 
ment against the enemy works east 
of Steenstraete. The Germans made 
desperate efforts to silence our guns 
and provoked a struggle with bombs 
which ended to our advantage.” 

The statement issued this morning, 
covering last night's fighting, says: 

“On both sides of the Somme the 
night passed quietly. The total num- 
ber of prisoners which we captured 
yesterday during the attack on Harde- 
court is 633, of whom ten are officers. 

“On the front north of Verdun the 
enemy maintained a ‘rather’ violent 
bombardment of the sectors of Chat- 
lancourt, Fleury and the Damloup bat- 
tery. 

“West of the forest of Apremont the 
Germans undertook two Surprise at- 
tacks against our positions at Croix 
St. Jean. A detachment which was 
able to penetrate one of our trenches 
was expelled immediately by our grena- 
diers. The other detachment was dis- 
persed before it was able tv reach ou! 
lines. 

“In the Vosges, after a lively bom- 
bardment, the enemy yesterday attack- 
ed one of our positions south of the 
pass of Sainte Marie. The attack was 
broken up by our fire. During the 
hight we carried out successfully a 
minor operation at Sudel, north of 
tHiartmans-Weilerkopf and brought back 
fourteen prisoners and one machine 
gun.”’

BRITISH INFLICT 
TERRIBLE LOSSES. 


London, July 9.—The Reuter corre- 
spondent sends the following dispatch, 
timed 7:30 o’clock saturday evening, 
from the press camp, British army in 
France: 

“It being a week ago today since the 
British offensive developed, the occa- 
sion is opportune to review the prog- 
ress made. We have pushed in the 
German salient between Albert and the 
Somme to an extreme depth at the point 
of our greatest advance of about three 
miles. We hold the villages of Montau- 
ban, Fricourt and Mametz and are well 
across the fringe of Contalmaison. At 
various intervening points of tactical 
importance our line is firmly § estab- 
lished. 

“We have taken upward of 6,000 pris- 
oners, 21 guns, 51 machine guns, a large 
number of automatic rifles, trench mor- 
tars, mine werfers, searchlights and 
Other military booty. 

“The enemy is known 
fered terrible losses. For example, the 
third division of the Prussian guard, 
brought up as reinforcements, have 
been so depleted that the remnants of 
the corps have been withdrawn as no 
longer war worthy for the time. Pris- 
oners say that the morale of these 
guards is badly shaken, this applying 
equally to the officers. 

“The heavy rains of the past two 
days have much impeded the opera- 
tions. Nevertheless, our troops have 
been fighting incessantly and in many 
spots have made substantial gains. The 
spirit of the men is wonderful. They 
fully realize they now are playing the 
part of the top dog. As proof of their 
dash, it may be mentioned that in their 
advances there are practically no strag- 
glers, so eager are'all to get their goal. 
This, under the heavy conditions of 
trench warfare, with No Man’s Land 
often like a quagmire, is truly wonder- 
ful. There is every reason to be sgatis- 
oot alike with the progress and pros- 

ects. 


ALLIES REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, July 9.— (Via London.)—- 
Heavy fighting continues on the Somme 
front, the war office report of today 
says. The Germans lost ground in 
Hardecourt village, but repelled other 
assaults, inflicting heavy losses on the 
entent allies. 

The statement says: 

_ “North of the Somme British and 
French attacks continued. Attacks on 
the front between Ovillers and Mametz 
wood and also on both sides of Harde- 
court were all repulsed with very heavy 
losses for the assailants. The enemy 
made six advances on the = Bois de 
Troynes with no success. He succeeded 
in penetrating Hardecourt villages. 

“South of the Somme the French in- 
ceased their artillery fire until it 
reached the greatest violence. Local 
advances were attempted and failed. 

“On the remainder of the front there 
were violent artillery encounters, dis- 
charges of gas by the enemy and patrot 
fighting. As a result of the patrol en- 
gagements we took some prisoners east 
of Armentieres, at Apremont wood and 
west of Markirch. 

“Near Miraumont Lieutenant Mulser 
shot down a British super-battle plane. 
The emperor has bestowed upon this 
flight officer the order Pour Le Merite 
in recognition of his accomplishments. 
An enemy aeroplane was brought down 
southeast of Arras by the fire of our 
anti-aircraft guns. Another aeroplane, 
after an aerial battle southwest of 
Arras, came down on the other side of 
the enemy’s lines. It was destroyed by 
artillery fire.’’

In southern Galicia, the rail- 
way town of Delatyn has deen cap- 
tured. In the drive toward Kovel the 
Russians have taken two more vil- 
lages. On the lower Stokhod the Teu- 
tonic forces are retiring in great dis- 
order. 

The announcement follows: 

“Our offensive on the lower Stok: 
hod continues. The enemy is retiring 
in great disorder. 

“South of the Sarny-Kovel railway 
the villages of Goulevitchi ana Ka- 
chova have been occupied after fight- 
ing. Further south there are fires 
everywhere in the region of villages 
of Arsenovitchi, Janovka and Douchtch. 

“In southern Galicia General Lit- 
chitzky occupied Delatyn yesterday 
after very violent fighting. Delatyn 
is a railway junction of great impor- 
tance. Depots of war material, steel 
shields, grenades, cartridges, iron and 
wire, abandoned by the enemy, have 
been captured at many points. 

“Our cavalry charged enemy infan- 
try and Hungarian Hussars in the re- 
gion of the village of Noraya Rouda, 
situated southwest of Les Znevka, sev- 
en versts (about 6 miles) from the Stok- 
hod, and south of Troyanovka. They 
sabred numerous Hussars and scattered 
the remainder through the woods. This 
morning our valiant troops captured 
a fortified position east of the villages 
of Ugly and Navoz, between the Styr 
and the Stokhod, north'of Sokul. They 
made numerous prisoners and captured 
three mortars. Afterwards some of our 
troops, pressing on the enemy’s heels, 
crossed the Stokhod in the region of the 
village of Ugly. 

“According to an approximate esti- 
mate during the fighting from July 5 
to July 7 between the Styr and the 
Stokhod we took prisoner at least 300 
officers, including two regimental com- 
manders, and about 12,000 unwounded 
men. We also took not less than 45 
guns of large and small calibers, about 
45 machine guns, a large quantity of 
projectiles, cartridges and arms, and 
stores of food and forage. 

‘In the sector east and northeast of 
Haranovichi very lively fighting con- 
tinued.

The Chattahoochee river was behav- 
ing much better last night. The river, 
according to the gauge at the city 
waterworks pumping sation, had risen 
23 feet and 4 inches. The pumping sta- 
tion is safe until a rise of 30 feet, 
when it would become necessary to 
place sand bags on top of the dykes to 
prevent the pumping station being 
tlooded and the machinery damaged. 

Ax 7 o'clock last night the river was 
rising at the slow rate of 1 inch every 
hour, while on a@ part of Saturday the 
river was rising 1 foot per hour. 

Between 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
and 7 o'clock last night the river had 
risen only from 22 feet—2 feet higher 
than Saturday night—to 23 feet and 4 
inches. 

Zode Smith, superfntendent of 
waterworks, stated that the city is in 
no danger of having its water supply 
affected by the high wasters on the 
river. 

“It is quite a common occurrence 
for the river to reach its present 
heighth,” said Mr. Smith. “No fear 
need be held. The river was 23 feet 
last December. The highest recorded 
was in the summer of 1901, when it 
rose to 27 feet.” 

Autoists Visit Bridges. 


All the bridges along the Chatta- 
hoochee ‘are reported to be holding 
their own. Hundreds of automobilists 
visited the various bridges at the river 
to witness the Chattahoochee surging 
over its banks in a wild tornado of 
water. All the Bull Sluice dam over 
six feet of water is pauring over the 
top. 

The Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph company reported Sunday 
that its entire trouble department was 
working overtime to restore to order 
nearly a thousand telephones which are 
out of order. Every big cable in the 
city is having trouble, and squads of 
electricians and wire men are busy be- 
tween showers opening up these cables 
and setting them straight. The Atlan- 
ta Telephone company is experiencing 
trouble with a large number of tele- 
phones out of order. The Western 
Union Telegraph company reported 
much “heaviness” on their wires, but 
stated no lines had been closed on 
account of the heavy rains. 

So far as is known the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric company has expe- 
rienced no trouble with its lines and 
wires, although the big dam at Bull 
Sluice, on the Chattahoochee river, is 
at present taxed to its utmost with 
the massive weight of water that is 
pouring over its top. 

No weather report is given out at the 
Atlanta weather bureau on Sunday 
night. The forecast is telegraphed from 
Washington, and is included in Asgso- 
ciated Press dispatches.

WINTERS TO BE TRIED 
FOR DEATH OF WIFE 


Reidsville, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—

who is charged with the murder of 
his wife, is the most important case 
set fer trial.

Mrs. Winters had become a mother 
about two weeks before her sudden 
death on the night of May 26, 1915, and 
Was getting along well up until a few 
hours before her death, when she be- 
came suddenly ill. On her dying bed 
is quoted as having said, “Julian, 
you have poisoned me,” and from this 
evidence a warrant was sworn out 
against Winters, charging him with 
murdering his wife. On May 27 he 
was lodged in the Reidsville jail by 
Deputy Sheriff Carr Cheney. Mrs. Win- 
ters’ stomach was carried to the state 
chemist at Atlanta to determine 
whether or not death was caused by 
strychnine. The chemist reported that 
traces of strychnine were found in the 
stomach, but that the vessels with 
which he was experimenting became 
broken and he _ requested that the 
spinal column and the brain be sent.

‘Lack of food will decide the war,” 
says the Copenhagen Ribes Stitis Ti- 
dende. “Germany wil! be unable to car- 
ry on the war until the end of the 
year.” German papers admit the se- 
rtous shortage in certain supplies, par- 
ticularly meat, butter and all fats, but 
the most convincing evidence of the 
growing acuteness of the problem of 
feeding 70,000,000 people is the appoint- 
ment of Herr von Battocki as food dic- 
tator with the supreme authority over 
all the food supplies throughout the 
empire. The willingness of the federal 
states to surrender their prerogatives 
In the creation of a food dictatorship 
for the whole nation is significant of 
the seriousness of the situation. The 
South German States did not come to 
this position, however, without obdjec- 
tion: for example, one branch of the 
city council of Stuttgart. protested 
against the introduction of uni- 
form food distribution throughout 
the empire “at the expense of the 
south of Germany.” “It is no longer 
anv secret that certain supplies are 
short,’ says the JT.okal Anzeliger, “not 
®0 much as a result of the friendly ef- 
forts of our enemies, but as a result of 
last year’s poor harvest.’ The Berliner 
Tageblatt declares there should be’ no 
need for the people to atand for hours 
outside the butter, meat and coffee 
shop and says, “On this point our much- 
famed organization has completely fail- 
ed.” In similar vein Vorwarts says, 
“We are suffering from absolute want 
of certain supplies, from bad organ!t- 
zation in the distribution of what there 
is, and from neglect to take the prop- 
er measures to increase the supplies.”

Berlin, July 9.—The eyes of Germans | 
were turned today toward the eastern | 
rather than thé western front. The’ 
weight of the first onslaught in the’ 
west is believed to have been fully es-! 
timated and, in spite of whatever sur-: 
prises British strategy may still have 
in store, public and expert opinion here 
is confident of the outcome. It is be- 
lieved that the sixth army and reserves 
have the situation well in hand on the 
Somme front, and that nothing can in- 
terfere with the progress of the Ver- 
dun campaign. 

Thrust Follows Thrust. 

In the east, however, a great gen- 
eral offensive has burst forth all along 
the line from Riga to Rumania. Wave 
after wave of Russian flesh and steel 
is rolling against the Teuton dyke 
which stretches across the Russian 
provinces. Thrust follows thrust in 
constant succession, and no sooner do 
the Germans succeed in walling the 
advance at one threatened point than 
another menaces. 

The most striking results thus far 
manifested have been seen in the lead- 
ership and distribution of the forces 
of the, central powers rather than in 
the actual movement of the contend- 
ing armies. With the exception of 
General Planzer, command f®mg a small 
group at the extreme southern end of 
the line, the Austro-Hungarian units 
are everywhere interwalled by Germans 
who have furnished reserves to bolster 
up particularly threatened points. 

At the very outset of the Russian of- 
fensive General Planzer detached divi- 
sions to relieve the hard pressed arch- 
duke Joseph Ferdinand, and his op- 
erations now mainly directed to 
the defense of the Carpathian forests 
and the passes into the Hungarian 
plain.

Astonished by Russia. 


It is betraying no secret to say that 
the German leaders have been aston- 
ishie d at the recuperative powers of the 
Russians and their freely flowing res- 
ervolrs of men and munitions. Time 
after time it seemed as if the Russians 
must be nearing their resources in 
shells and reserves, time and again 
correspondents at’ Austrian headquar- 
ters reported that the Russian troops 
were losing their vim and _ striking 
power, only to cHfronicle a day or two 
later a new onslaught with fresh 
troops, freely supported by artillery. 

Notwithstanding the various Russian 
gains which, when marked on the map 
of the eastern front, make a compara- 
tively small showing for sych a colos- 
sal expenditure of blood and iron, no 
uneasiness is manifested here. The 
general offensive on all fronts simul- 
taneously has compelled the Germans 
to discontinue their favorite railroad 
strategy. but the gtrategic defense, 
which the Germans have deliberately 
chosen on the eastern and general west- 
ern tronts, has so far proved adequate 
to hold up the entente allies’ offen- 
sive and has not interfered with the 
continuance of the German assault 
| To such an extent is 
this true, that the Germans sfill re- 
tain the strategic initiative and show 
no indication of relaxing their grip on 
the great French fortress.

racies. 


(From The World's Work.) 

We believe in certain great princi- 
ples; that any nation that can main- 
tain order and govern itself has a right 
to its independence and a right to 
work out its own destiny—the prin- 
ciple of nationalities. 

We believe in the epread of democ- 
racy not only as beneficial to the peo- 
ple governed but because autocracies, 
oligarchies, and the doctrine of the 
divine right of Kings are menaces to 
the world’s peace. 

We have put on record the faith that 
is in us in the Monroe doctrine and in 
the policy of the open door in China, in 
the restoration of Cuba, and in patient 
dealings with Mexico, Santo Domingo, 
and the Philipines. Here and there we 
have lapsed from our high ideals, as 
have the other democratic govern- 
ments. But on the whole democracy 
has tended toward a fairer and more 
civilized world than any other kind of 
government. If, then. we have the 
courage of our convictions and a belief 
in the progress of mankind, we should 
join with other nations which believe 
likewise to use our utmost @ndeavors 
toward a civilization based on justice 
and not on might-—~a civilization in 
which there shall de an opportunity for 
big and little nations alike.

How Crack Troops Are Used. 


(From The World's Work.) 

During the first part of the war, 
careful watch was kept by the French 
general staff over the way every regi- 
ment and division acted. In the acid 
test of battle, this division proved its 
ability to advance under fire, that reg- 
iment failed. Gradually the “crack” or- 
ganizations were known. These picked 
men are quartered about twenty or 
thirty miles behind the lines, and they 
live like athletes training for a prize 
fight. They have great athletic fields, 
where theyNpl football and -<«practice 
field sports. eaters and music are 
provided for th¢ir amusement. While 
things are quiet at the front they are 
kept in as perfect physical and men- 
tal condition as art and science can 
devise. Then, when the commanders 
at the front need men for a charge 
against German trenches across the 
shell-swept open fields, word is sent 
back for these special troops. The 
needed number are told off, they are 
loaded into automobiles, carried swiftly 
to the front, singing and eager; they 
make their charge; trench troops move 
up and occupy the ground they have 
gained; and the attackers—such as are 
left of them—go back to their football 
and training, to wet ready to go to the 
next point in the line that needs them. 

What the French have done the Ger- 
mans and the British have done like- 
wise. These “troops of attack” are a 
development of modern warfare.

Bradstreet’s reéport says: 

Warm weather has improved retail 
trade, enlarged sorting-up orders and 
developed better crop conditions, but 
seasonal recessions, half-yearly inven- 
tories, holiday observances and a dis- 
osition to feel out the price situation 
bees superinduced a slight pause in 
some of the larger lines. Temporary 
calm fails to etract from the ex- 
traordinarily good outlook, which pre- 
sages excellent business for months 
to come, this, too, following a record 
half-year, whether measured by bank 
clearings, pig iron production, mine 
outputs, factory production or business 
turnovers. Indeed, current business is 
far above the seasonal normal, con- 
siderable of the inevitable slack hav- 
ing been offset by overnment pur- 
chases of supplies, while at the same 
time the market for finished steel is 
propped up by foreign business, actual 
or prospective, which development 
minimizes the recession in straight do- 
mestic contracts, specifications on 
which are coming out freely, and old 
material of steel and iron, drooping 
for three months, has taken an upward 
turn. 

Very little is heard of summer shut- 
downs, inventories are being rushed, 
and, in fact, the general tendency 1s 
to work at.relatively high speed where 
possible, but scarcity of labor, of ma- 
terials or desire for vacations retard 
outputs. Lumber is the most note- 
worthy line that fails to keep pace 
with the general procession, and cur- 
tailment of outputs is being practiced 
to some extent. Jobbers of general 
lines are busy getting out orders, and 
while retail dealers are presumed to 
have covered much of their require- 
ments, immediate business is of ex- 
ceptional proportions, considering the 
season. In fact, final purveyors are 
constantly in the market to see what 
they can pick up, and buying for fu- 
ture account is thorougttly satisfactory 
under all the circumstances, with coun- 
try merchants, -probably actuated by 
improved crop conditions, operating in 
a remarkable way.

Competitive buying has abated and 
business moves under reduced momen- 
tum, though with surprisingly little 
shrinkage in its volume. This is the 
period of all others when a decided 
halt is to be expected, as many plants 
ordinarily stop for needed repairs, and 
inventories and vacations are calculat- 
ed to bring comparative quiet in com- 
mercial channels. Yet this year is an 
exception and much less than the cus- 
tomary lull is now apparent, while in- 
dications foreshadow unusual activity 
throughout the summer. Instead of be- 
ing at low ebb, as is often the case 
at this time, production is maintained 
close to the recent maximum and en- 
forced shutdowns at manufacturing 
oer will, as a rule, be of short dura- 
tion, 

Operations in numerous instances, 
however, continue hampered by the 
scarcity of labor and other drawbacks, 
and it Is still the fact that some mills 
are turning contracts away that cannot 
be, filled as promptly as buyers desire. 
This is particularly true of cotton and 
woolen lines, in which important gov- 
needs have accentuated the 
difficulties in making early deéliveries 
on ordinary requirements. Large or- 
ders for army shoes have also impart- 
ed stimulus to footwear and leather, 
while in steel and iron the sustained 
heavy foreign demands tend to offset 
the contraction in strictly domestic 
business. Further price recessions have 
occurred in the metal markets and in 
some other quarters, but cottons are 
recovering, woolens are strong and 
hides have gone still higher. More uni- 
formly favorable reports are received 
regarding mercantile conditions, retail 
trade In many sections responding to 
the better weather, and the outlook for 
the cereal and cotton crops is also im- 
proved. All the leading statistical com- 
parisons make remarkable. exhibits, 
with June bank clearings 46.0 per cent 
greater than in the previous year and 
48.0 per cent in excess of the total in 
1914.

Several 
additional orders for steel rounds and 
forgings have been made for export. 

One of the largest recent orders for 
munitions was 1,900,000 forgings for 
four and one-half inch shells requir- 
ing 80,000 of steel, taken by the United 
States Steel Corporation. 

New contracts for railroad equip- 
ment were small, calling for less than 
45.000 tons of steel, ut car shops 
and locomotive builders are. still 
urgently in the market for bars, plates, 
shapes, casting and forgings. 

Structural work was somewhat more 
animated, fabricating shops taking or- 
ders for railroad bridges and manu- 
facturing plant extensions calling for 
about 19,000 tons of shapes.

DESIGNS ARE DRAFTED 
FOR NEW WARSHIPS 


Washington, July 9.—So that notime 
may be lost in beginning construction 
of the vessels to be authorized in this 
year’s naval bill, the navy department 
is hastening the drafting of its build- 
ing designs. Secretary Daniels an- 
nounced tonight that he had approved 
completed plans for five of the ten 
classes of ships proposed and hoped 
to be ready to call for bids on all 
classes within six months after the 
bill passes. 

“Starting the construction of ten dif- 
ferent classes of vessels within such 
a short period after their authoriza- 
tion,” said a statement issued at the 
department, “will constitute a record 
which has never before been approach- 
ed in the United States, nor is it be- 
lieved that any country has been able 
to approach such a record.” 

The five classes for which designs 
are compléte are the scout cruisers, the 
destroyers, the gunboats, a fuel ship 
and a hospital ship. The scout cruisers 
as designed Will show considerable ad- 
vance in size, speed, armament and 
other essential military characteristics. 
The design for the destroyers provides 
a marked increase in speed, a heavier 
armament, as regards both guns and 
torpedoes, and a much greater cruis- 
ing radius. The gunboat has been plan- 
ned especially for use in tropical 
waters and to navigate comparatively 
shallow rivers.
